LUMBER IN TH WHS 


Every one seems to know that’ there 
is timber. in British Columbia, ‘but 
most people think that Alberta, Sas- 
katchewan ,and Manitoba. aro tree- 
legs plains. The discussions in Par- 
liament. recently have’ tended to cor- 
rect the public's information or lack 
of information. The other day Mir. 
Lake - asked how much. lumber on 
which royalties’ were paid to the gov- 
ernment, was manufactured in the 
three prairie provinces in 1906. and 
1907. In reply, -the Hon, Ivrank O1- 
iver stated that in 1906, the lumber 
cut was 132,000,000 fect in addition 
to shingles and ¢aths, As this-is only 
a portion which pays royalty, to the 
government, it may safely be assum- 
ed that the total cut was fifty per 
cent. larger. In regard. to 1906, the 
figures are still incomplete, but the 
cut is estimated to be. about 2,000, 
000 feet more than in 1906.
